TOKYO, Apr. 5— (IN S)—United 
Nations troops surged across P ar­ 
allel 38 in central Korea today and 
carved out a 17-mile assault line 
above the artificial border in the 
west sector against furious Com­ 
munist resistance. 
The UN offensive, striking at a 
vast Red buildup, was widened to 
about 40 miles Thursday when Al­ 
lied tanks and iufantrymen crossed 
tile Parallel “In force" on the cen­ 
tral front and hammered more than 
a mile into North Korea. 
Titis was reported in an evening 
field dispatch f r o m International 
News Service war correspondent 
Robert Sehakne who said the UN 
columns in mountainous mid-Korea 
met "some of the stiffest resistance 
in weeks.”

A VOTE OF "NO CONFIDENCE" 


President I ruffian would have done butter, three 
months ago, to fire Secretary Acheron and pic k himself a 
new head of foreign relations in whom Congress could 
have confidence. 
He was advised to do so at the time, and tile advice 
came from some of his best friends. It was a major mis­ 
take on his part to try to brazen the matter out. The result 
is that he has just suffered one of the most serious rebukes 
any American president has ever received at the hands of 
Congress. 
When the Senate, after three months of high-pres­ 
sure work by the White House lobby, and after a gigantic 
propaganda machine had deluged the American people 
with an avalanche of special pleading on Mr. Truman's 
behalf, voted 49 to 43 calling upon the President to con­ 
sult Congress before sending more than four additional 
divisions to Europe— that represented a flat and severe 
vote of "no confidence" in both the White House and the 
State Department. 
The tremendous significance of this vote can best be 
understood by remembering that in any of the world’s 
major nations most closely resembling our concepts of 
government, such a vote would automatically have forced 
out the chief executive.

Industries May Have 
To Move Either to Bucks 
or New Jersey 


DOYLESTOWN, Apr. 5 — At a 
meeting of the Bucks County Plan­ 
ning Board, here, Tuesday, It was 
stressed that Hie board muut try to 
achieve 
coordination 
within 
the 
various political bodies, since re­ 
sulting friction can put the entire 
system of planning out of balance. 
Iii connection with coordination 
It was stressed that Bucks County 
townships in the lower end of the 
county, which is the critical area 
today, may have to merge with bor­ 
oughs In order to equalise the tax 
load. Because of lack of space along 
the 
Delaware 
River, which 
has 
been almost completely developed 
along the 
Pennsylvania side, In 
Philadelphia, Industries w ill have 
to move either to Bucks County or 
to New Jersey. Unless the Bucks 
County Planning Board can provide 
adequate plans for the use of the 
land, these industries will be lost 
for New Jersey.
